iO spend an afternoon with Jacob Albert, AIA, James Righter, 
‘FAIA, and John Tittmann, AIA, is to take an architectural tour 
of some of the more intriguing recent designs in the Northeast. 
Over the past 35 years — as Albert, Righter & Tittmann 
à Architects, Inc. (AR&T), since 1996 — the Boston, MA, firm 
has designed more than 100 new houses and orchestrated some 250 resi- 
dential renovations and additions. From their new office — a recently ren- 


ovated space overlooking the bricked streets of Downtown Crossing — they 
continue to produce unique designs rooted in historic precedent but clear- 
ly distinct for their innovative and often unexpected touches. 


Mother Yale 


When Albert was an undergraduate at Yale University in the mid 1970s, 
one of his first architecture teachers was Righter. When Tittmann went to 
Yale a few years later, one of his first teachers was Albert. ^That's certain- 
ly what ties us together — our time at Yale,” says Righter. "Although we 
were there under different deans, we were all strongly influenced by the 
flavor of the school. Charles Moore was my dean, and I came there as 
probably one of the few students who'd lived in a piece of Modernist 
architecture. Moore turned me around, as did the political scene at Yale in 
the late '60s and early ’70s. These pendulums come and go, but we had 
Robert Venturi and Moore there at the same time, who double-handedly 
overturned the profession. We're honored to have been around during 
those times — there are very few moments like that.” 

Indeed, the emergence of Postmodernism in an era disenchanted with 
the dehumanizing effects of Modernism transformed the curriculum at 
many an architecture school. If the generation of architects that this move- 
ment spawned can, in general terms, be classified as espousing either New 
Classicism or the more informal American vernacular tradition, Albert,

Righter and Tittmann fall into the latter category. Their reverence for the 
vernacular can be attributed, to some degree, to the influence of Moore 
and — especially upon Albert and Tittmann — of Yale architecture histori- 
an Vincent Scully. “Scully was a hero of mine,” says Albert. “I eventually 
got to be his head teaching assistant in school, so I sat through the Scully 
lectures at least three times.” 


“Just like Jacob,” says Tittmann, “I was addicted to Scully, and was his 
teaching assistant for all six semesters of architecture school. I can still 
remember sequences of slides and sentences that he used in crafting each 
lecture like a book.” 

After graduating from architecture school, Albert spent a summer in 
the New Haven, CT, office of Allan Greenberg. In 1980, he joined his old 
teacher Righter at James Volney Righter Architects, which had relocated 
to Boston after nine years in New Haven. 

Tittmann took a slightly more circuitous route, working with Allan 
Greenberg, teaching with Stanley Tigerman at the University of Illinois 
and working at two Chicago, IL, firms — Skidmore, Owings & Merrill and 
Booth/ Hansen & Associates — before relocating to Boston and opening his 
own practice in 1991; he joined forces with Albert and Righter in 1996. 
Since they were working on similar projects, and having kept in touch 
throughout the years — not to mention sharing the same accountant — the 
three Yale grads could see no reason why they would not be better off in 
practice together. 

The variety of Albert, Righter and Tittmann’s designs exhibits an open- 
ness to new ideas and design concepts, an openness that they attribute to 
their alma mater. “Jim [Righter]’s undergraduate course was a real eye- 
opener because field trips and slides were a big part of his teaching style,” 
says Albert. “He showed slides of places like Disneyland — of what most

people didn’t really take seriously as architecture, but when you really 
looked at them, there were things about them that were wonderful. 1 
think the whole process of learning about architecture at Yale was a 
process of opening your eyes — to look at everything and learn from it.” 

Today, Albert, Righter and Tittman bring that same spirit of openness 
and continual learning to their office. The walls are lined with shelves of 
well-thumbed books and are adorned with drawings, renderings and 
three-dimensional models. The entire office, including a staff of seven 
architects — representing a variety of programs, including the University 
of Michigan, Syracuse University, Washington University in St. Louis and 
Yale — often takes field trips, most recently to Mies van der Rohe’s 
Farnsworth House in Plano, IL. Albert recently gave a slideshow of his 
2005 trip to Bhutan. 

The continuum that the three principals embody — from the early days 
of the Postmodernist movement to the present — is reflected in their 
work. They don’t view architecture as static, but as a continually evolving 
art form. Thus their designs fall into many different points on the spec- 
trum between traditional and modern, often invoking Classical and ver- 
nacular forms while infusing them with fresh, artful elements. Like Emily 
Dickinson, they know the language — and know it well — but often choose 
to “tell it slant.” 

“It’s not good grammar,” says Tittmann, “but it’s totally understandable, 
and it’s that bending of the language that makes it memorable, that makes it 
present and fresh, and that’s what we strive to do — just because you’re 
speaking in a language doesn’t mean you can’t be creative or poetic or fresh. 

“A lot of clients in New England want houses that look like they belong — 
houses that look like they’ve always been there. We enjoy that. But there 
are also clients who want something different.” 

“We love that kind of client — the client who wants something artistic 
or expressive,” says Righter. “In fact, some of our heroes, such as the archi- 
tects of the early 20th century — McKim, Mead & White, James Gamble 
Rogers — those guys were charging around having a ball. If you stand on

the New Haven Green, you see three Rogers' buildings that are all entire- 
ly different from one another; you also see three A.J. Davis buildings that 
are all entirely different — it's just astounding” 

“We think that such range is fun and admirable,” adds Albert, “not 


something to be embarrassed about or disapproving of” 


Fresh Interpretations 


Tittmann estimates that 80% of the firm’s time is spent working on new 
houses. All told, they've completed more than 500 built projects since 
1971. Accolades include five awards from AIA/New England, three from 
the Boston Society of Architects and, most recently, a 2005 Palladio Award 
for a house in Concord, MA. 

Situated on a ridge overlooking the Sudbury River, the 6,200-sq.ft., six 
bedroom, four-and-a-half bath residence exemplifies the innovative spirit 
that defines AR&T. It is a collection of seemingly incongruous parts — two 
high-style pavilions in the spirit of regional Greek Revival homes juxta- 
posed with a connected barn and free-standing garage in the New England 
barn vernacular. Having chosen to forgo strict Classicism in favor of a fresh 
interpretation, AR&T created a home rooted in the past but — owing to its 
lack of convention — very much in the present. 

In a July 2005 article in this magazine, Tittmann spoke about the proj- 
ect. “The client was keen on picking up on New England’s visible Greek 
Revival traditions,” he said. “At the same time, we were trying to do 
something very nontraditional, creating a composition that you can’t find 
in any book — we wanted to form a collage, exploring how far the lan- 
guage could be stretched in one composition and expanding the edges of 
that composition.” 

While the Concord house evolved from traditional New England archi- 
tecture, another recent project grew out of a series of images == mostly 
chateaus and lodges — that the client had shown the architects. Designed 
for a young family to the north of Boston and completed in 2005, it is a 
fusion of those building types with a hint of French Norman country hous- 
es. It features a steeply pitched roof, six gables and wide overhanging eaves 
supported by elaborate bracketing. The rustic tone of the house is typified 
by the living room, which was designed large enough to accommodate 
square dances; it has an exposed vaulted timber-frame ceiling and, in an 
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artful touch, the overlooking musicians’ balcony includes violin silhou- 
ettes carved out of the railing. 

One of the more distinctive AR&T designs was completed in 1993. 
Located in a 19th-century neighborhood in Cambridge, MA, the 1,250- 
sq.ft. residence occupies a site where an earlier structure had burned and 
been demolished. Working under zoning regulations that specified the 
dimensions not exceed those of the former house, the design takes it cues 
from, but freely interprets, the style of the surrounding neighborhood. 
Like a few nearby houses, the street-side facade features an eye-catching 
checkerboard pattern of asphalt shingles; like many nearby houses, it fea- 
tures a flat-line cornice fronting a pitched roof. The common materials — 
asphalt shingles and vinyl siding — are contrasted with swags and fluted 
square columns that infuse a touch of elegance. 

Of the common threads that run through all of their designs, one 
theme that arises frequently when the principals discuss their work is 
“sense of arrival.” In the Hudson Valley of upstate New York, for instance, 
АВАТ invoked vernacular barns and stables in creating a 3,900-sq.ft. 
farmhouse that incorporates the ruins of an old barn foundation in its 
design. The entry courtyard is delineated by the foundation, the farm- 
house, a freestanding garage and a stone wall. Through a break in the wall, 
the house is approached by a pathway of fieldstones; in lieu of a traditional 
front door, the house is entered within a breezeway under a tower that is 
clad, on its lower half — in contrast to the predominately natural shingle 
structure — with red barn boards, as if to announce its importance. 

The shaping of the outdoor space with parts of the buildings, which 
orchestrates the way one moves through that space, was central to the 
design. It’s a consideration that plays a part in all of AR&T’s 
designs. “We sometimes tell clients that it’s not so much a 
house with landscape around it, but rather it’s a garden 
with a pavilion, and we’re going to design the pavilion, but 
we'll do it within the context of the garden design,” says 
Tittmann. “Every great house — Monticello, Mount Vernon — 
is a pavilion in a grand landscape, and this house is a much 
humbler version of that." 


Staying in Character 


While many AR&T houses stand out for their artful ele- 
ments, others are designed to fit the character of an envi- 
ronment. It generally comes down to client taste, or, in the 
case of a summer house on Massachusetts! Cape Cod, the 
idelines set forth by a community association. "In this 
case," says Albert, "the house is part of a community associ- 
ation that has a very specific design guidebook — you have to 
have windows with small panes, shingles and white trim." 
Much like the upstate New York farmhouse, the outdoor 
experience was shaped by the layout of the house. The bulk 
of the main house, the guest bedroom wing and an adjacent 
garage create an arrival courtyard that opens to the south. 
The approach is centered on a stair tower mirrored by

matching cupolas atop the guest wing and garage. A gambrel roof, clad in 
red cedar shingles, brings the eaves down low and accommodates four bed- 
rooms on the second floor. Because it's located on the Cape's north shore, 
the main part of the house is one room deep to take advantage of the south- 
ern sun and the view to the north. "It's always a challenge when you have a 
view to the north," says Albert. "You still want to get southern sunlight, so 
it sometimes leads to designs that are thin, so that the important rooms will 
have exposures on both the north and the south." 

On an island off the coast of Connecticut, the firm designed a house in 
the spirit of the island's traditional architecture. *The whole east end of 
the island was developed in the 1920s as a summer resort, and is a col- 
lection of very distinguished, loosely described Colonial Revival summer 
houses," says Albert. ^To us, they are really creative and inventive essays 
in that style. They're not just four-square Colonial houses, but are ram- 
bling, picturesque, very skillfully designed houses — we were partly giv- 
ing a nod to those." 

The entry facade is punctuated by the house's main vertical element, a 
stair tower, which is wrapped in a band of windows that extends into the 
roof of the house, tying the elements together. The ocean-side facade 
includes a series of four identical dormers in a gambrel roof that extends 
over a wide porch. “Most of the houses that are like this,” says 
Righter, "are very muscular and are trying to show off every lit- 
tle last thing. When you're practiced you realize that you don't 
have to do a lot — the real art is to pull it together and simplify 
it. That's why the dormers are all the same, and why the tower 
is not just expressive, but is pulled into the roof." 

For the Ferguson Museum, a natural history museum on the 
same island to which AR&T had made incremental additions 
throughout the years, the firm designed a new building that ful- 
filled the museum's desire to have a more public presence on 
the island. This was accomplished by changing the angle of the 
facade (the new structure essentially envelops the extant muse- 
um) — making it parallel with the street — and designing a tower 
that boldly announces the building. 

"This building has a lot of the elements of traditional summer 
New England coastal architecture," says Tittmann, *but they're 
combined in a fresh way that is nothing like what you would 
have seen in the late-19th century. The base of the building, for 
instance, slopes away and the shingle courses increase as they go 
down — which is not the ‘correct’ way to do it. Also, the band 
of windows goes right to the edge of the building. This is some- 
thing that you find in Shingle-style architecture, but not in such 
a bold, super-scale way. All of this, to me, seems fresh and new, 
but at the same time mixes elements that we all recognize." 

While the majority of the firm's designs have been for hous- 
es in rural settings, AR&T is enthusiastic about projects that 
involve urban architecture. The firm's largest project to date is 
an eight-story, 1 19-apartment, multi-use development on the 
East Boston waterfront that includes а seven-room bed-and- 
breakfast, café, marina services pavilion and two levels of under- 
ground parking. Situated on the grounds of the old Hodge 
Boiler Works, the design — with wide-window bays — pays hom- 
age to the site's industrial roots. If all goes according to plan, 
ground will be broken this coming August.

For a New Urbanist develop- 
ment just north of Dallas, TX, the 
firm designed red-brick town- 
houses in the spirit of the Federal 
and Georgian structures of Boston — 
especially the Beacon Hill neigh- 
borhood. The development was 
overseen by Washington, DC- 
based architect David Schwarz. 
AR&T's contribution was com- 
pleted in 2001. "It's a very excit- 
ing project,” says Righter. “The idea 
was to bring together — instead of 
writing a tight manual of what 
would be allowed — six architec- 
tural firms who were like-minded, 
and who together would make a 
place. You have the possibility of really making New Urbanism happen, 
not by the rules, but by people of like mind.” 

“Our particular developer,” adds Tittmann, “was excited at the prospect 
of our bringing a little Boston down to Texas.” 


Continuing Forward 


Many of AR&T’s early projects were for friends and family. As they’ve 
become more widely known throughout the years, they’ve attracted 
clients drawn by their innovative style. From the restoration of the tower 
of the H.H. Richardson-designed Ames Free Library in North Easton, 
MA, to a fanciful guest house / off-season storage garage on an island off 
the coast of Maine, the diversity of their portfolio speaks to the flexibili- 
ty of their design approach. 

Current projects include 12 new houses across New England — from 
North Haven, ME, to Cape Cod and the suburbs of Boston to northwest 
Connecticut — as well as a fire station in New York, a horse stable in 
Florida and a fishing cabin in the Catskills. By invoking historical prece- 
dent while seeking fresh, innovative ways to meet their clients’ needs, 
Albert, Righter & Tittmann continue to design houses that belong to both 
the past and the present — and they’re having fun doing it. m

Katrina Cottages provide alternatives to FEMA trailers and manufactured homes for residents 
of the devastated Gulf Coast. By Hadiya Strasberg 


etween August 13 and September 26, 

2004, four hurricanes made landfall in 

Florida, displacing about 17,000 resi- 

dents. About one-third of them remain 

in travel trailers and manufactured 
homes provided by the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA), even after the agency’s 18- 
month designated time allotment for residence 
has expired. 

There is some concern that the same thing will 
happen in the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina. 
This storm, which hit the Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi Gulf Coast on August 29, 2005, and the 
resulting flooding, damaged or destroyed some 
287,800 homes, leaving an estimated one-million 
residents without housing. People dispersed, 
some settling further inland or out of state alto- 
gether. Many of those who waited out the storm 
or returned after the flooding subsided are forced 
to live in tent cities, shelters, hotels, travel trail- 
ers or manufactured homes. 

Obviously, this is not a long-term solution. To 
help people get back into houses and back on their 
feet, some architects are working on better- 
designed manufactured and modular housing that 
could replace these substandard living situations. 


FEMA Trailers 
FEMA trailers cost almost $60,000 each, a price 
tag that covers the trailers themselves, moving, ™ ШОТА "a 


installation, maintenance and also their disposal 
or removal from the property. If the housing is 
vacated after a short stay, FEMA transports it to 
the next disaster site and reuses it. 

As of mid March 2006, 51,777 FEMA travel 
trailers were distributed in Louisiana, and 35,037 travel trailers had been 
provided for families throughout the state of Mississippi. An additional 
3,000 manufactured homes are on loan across the region. While these 
structures are providing much-needed shelter, they leave a lot to be 
desired when it comes to their construction quality, design, sustainability 
and cost. 

A travel trailer is a unit that can be attached to and towed by a car or other 
vehicle; a manufactured home is a broader term that refers to an 8-ft. or 
wider residential building that is constructed in a factory, then transported to 
a building site and installed or assembled. While it can come in various

forms, including the modular and chic prefab, the best-known model is the 
single-wide, flat-roofed, vinyl-sided home that FEMA distributes. 

The agency has been providing travel trailers and manufactured homes 
to displaced residents and emergency workers as emergency housing 
since the 1972. It is important to note that these homes are atypical of 
what is being offered by the manufactured-housing industry today. “The 
FEMA homes are very unattractive, utilitarian homes designed to provide 
basic housing to disaster victims," says Chris Stinebert, president of the 
Manufactured Housing Institute. In the mainstream industry "in the last 
several years, there has been rapid growth in the aesthetic variety of man- 
ufactured housing." Stinebert is referring to two-story units, 
pitched roofs of up to 12:12 and ceiling heights of up to 9 ft., 
among other elements. 

The design, strength, transportability, energy efficiency and 
other quality factors of manufactured homes are regulated by 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD), 
but this often doesn’t mean a high-quality end product, or even 
a decent one. The FEMA trailers are made of metal and vinyl. 
“The [FEMA housing] is designed to be unlivable,” says Stephen 
A. Mouzon, principal of PlaceMakers, LLC, and the New 
Urban Guild, LLC, both located in Miami Beach, FL. “We’re 
hearing reports of trailers that aren't put together well, on top 
of the fact that they're ugly.” Miami, FL-based architect Andrés 
Duany, of Duany Plater-Zyberk & Company, agrees. "[They] are 
hideously ugly," he says. "They cause social problems and lower 
real estate values." 

Many residents of Louisiana tend to agree. Though tens of 
thousands are in need of housing, half of the state's parishes 
have banned new trailer parks, citing inferior aesthetics and 
social implications. As of March 2006, more than 4,600 units 
intended for Louisiana residents were sitting unused in staging 
areas. This “not in my backyard" attitude, while adversely 
affecting mostly low-income people in dire need of housing,

The kitchen is an alcove, because it is considered by the 
Federal Housing Administration as too small to be a separate 
room. However, this, as well as the window off of the porch, 
gives the feel of a larger space.

makes the point that the trailers have a poor image. This is not an issue in 
Mississippi where approximately 7196, or 25,000, of the travel trailers are 
on private property. 

Other than their appearance, the FEMA trailers are not thoughtfully 
planned in terms of safety and livability. In a prepared address that Dr. 
Gavin Smith, director of the State of Mississippi'Ss Governor's Office of 
Recovery and Renewal, made on the disaster recovery effort on January 
17, 2006, he stated that “the use of travel trailers for long-term occupan- 
су results in an unnecessarily high fire-hazard risk due to the fact that these 
units were not designed for long-term, sustained use." 

A 2000 study conducted by FEMA's Building Performance Assessment 
Team indicates that “no mobile home can withstand even a medium-grade 
tornado. Also, the frequent problems with tie-down make mobile homes 
more likely to be carried away by high winds or flooding." 

However, Stinebert asserts that *unlike the travel trailers, FEMA's man- 
ufactured homes must be installed to the same wind and hurricane 
requirements as any permanently sited home within the local jurisdiction." 
Stinebert maintains that this is one of the issues that frightens locals into 
thinking that FEMA housing can become a permanent fixture in their 
communities. “The simple fact that these homes were factory-built and 
installed to withstand the next major hurricane has concerned local juris- 
dictions that fear that the permanent specifications and requirements of 
these 'temporary homes' will translate into these homes remaining in their 
neighborhoods long after the immediate housing crisis has passed," 
Stinebert says. 

Due to the many issues noted, the general sentiment is that *We need 
more practical temporary and permanent housing alternatives and the 
means to pay for them,” says Dr. Smith.

Alternatives 


In an effort to aid Mississippi with the enormous tasks of clearing, reno- 
vating and rebuilding, Duany and the Congress for the New Urbanism 
organized a charrette that would provide designs and resources for a new 
Gulf Coast. 

At the Mississippi Renewal Forum, which convened in Biloxi on 
October 11-17, 2005, the architecture team designed alternatives to the 
FEMA trailers and manufactured housing. “Our most immediate concern 
was housing, particularly affordable housing that could be built on-site 
quickly," says participant Christine G.H. Franck, a designer from New 
York, NY. 

The team was worried about the FEMA housing's susceptibility to 
becoming permanent fixtures. ^We needed to think about how we dealt at 
a massive scale with people having to live in temporary housing for a long 
period of time," says Marianne Cusato, principal of Marianne Cusato 
Associates and Cusato Cottages, LLC, New York, NY. 

Numerous designs were developed at the charrette and fleshed out fol- 
lowing it. In February 2006, the New Urban Guild published a book of 18 
plans, called The Katrina Emergency Plan Book. Both Gulf Coast and nation- 
ally based architects — including Cusato, Mouzon, Bill Allison, Michael 
Barranco, Eric Brown, Gary Justice, Alex Latham, Eric Moser, Geoffrey 
Mouen and Lew Oliver — contributed designs, the plans of which range 
from 170 to 1,200 sq.ft. The 50-page book, available on the Guild web 
site (www.newurbanguild.com) as well as in print, comes complete with 
FEMA construction standards and guidelines. 

Not only did the architects design new affordable housing, but they 
redefined it. “The original concept behind the cottage designs was coming 
up with a more beautiful and dignified way of dealing with the FEMA

idea is that the cottages can be used even after the site is 
cleared of debris, as a guest house, studio or office. Or they 
can even become part of the main house. With the Grow 
House, additional building sections can be added to the cottage 
to create a larger house. "This is actually not an unusual 
type of house in New Orleans, which I think is appropri- 
ate," Cusato says. Another option is the Flex House, a cot- 
tage that is built on a far side of a lot and then adapted to a 
guest house or studio. A third option, called the Village, 
uses a number of cottages clustered together. “Ог the cot- 
tages can be moved to new sites or converted to rental 
properties," says Cusato. 

Katrina Cottage plans fall into one of two categories: 
the Tiny House, one that is less than 500 sq.ft.; and the 
Thin House, which is like a shotgun house, but "includes 
hallways as necessary so that you never have to walk 
through a bedroom to get to another room, like in the old 
shotguns," says Mouzon. The Thin Houses range from 500 
to 1,200 sq.ft. 

The first of the Tiny Houses to take note of is Katrina 
Cottage I, a 308-sq.ft. house designed by Cusato. Not coin- 
cidentally, it is the same size as a FEMA-provided home. 
Jackson, MS, architect Michael Barranco of Barranco 
Architecture & Interior Design, who was instrumental in the 
planning of the Renewal Forum, provided assistance in get- 
ting Katrina Cottage I on display at the 2006 International 
Builders' Show in Orlando, FL. *Two weeks before this past 
Christmas," he says, "I received a call from Andrés Duany, 
saying that we had an opportunity to build the cottage and 
take it to the show in Orlando and tell the whole story." It 
took an average of five people about 20 days to build the pro- 
totype. It was then transported from the fair grounds in 
Jackson to Orlando, where workers attached the roofing and 
the porch, which were already in their completed forms. 
“But that was the least efficient way to build it,” Barranco 
attests. “It will take a lot less time and be less expensive in 
mass production." Katrina Cottage I is being marketed from 
$30,000 to $35,000, depending on the design variation. This 
excludes land and the foundation. 

As with all of the cottages in the New Urban Guild plan 
book, people can purchase either the construction plans or, 
hopefully in the near future, a prefabricated house. The for- 
mer includes the foundation, framing and floor plans with 
electrical elements, exterior elevations, typical wall sections 
and porch details. Engineering drawings and some design 
features such as the interior millwork details are not includ- 
ed. Soon, Cusato hopes to offer kits, too. 

The New Urban Guild has recently started the process 
with manufacturers. ^We connect the manufacturer with the 
designer," explains Mouzon. The manufacturer produces shop 
drawings from the design; once approved by the architect, 
the manufacturer will construct a prototype and the archi- 
tect will come in to work out any remaining issues. "At this 
point, the New Urban Guild will promote them to cities," 
says Mouzon. 

Cusato is looking for manufacturers, as well. “The goal is 
to sit down with these guys and make sure we're all on the 
same page,” says Cusato. "I don't want to cut any corners. If 
we can't get the details right, then all we're really doing is 
putting out typical mobile homes, and at that point, we've 
done a complete bait-and-switch." 

Cusato currently offers three variations of the Katrina 
Cottage, and more are in the planning stage. АП three meas- 
ure 14 ft. wide x 21 ft. long with a 14x8-ft. porch, but each 
offers different interior plans. One features a 13x14-ft. 
shared living room and sleeping space, a separate kitchen and 
a bathroom. Another has an 9x13-ft. living room, an alcove 
kitchen, a bathroom and a bedroom. The 13x7-ft. bedroom 
finds room to sleep four — with bunks — and for a decent- 
sized closet. There is a window on either side, which helps 
create an open, airy feel. The third design is also a one bed- 
room, but only sleeps one or two, and features an open 
living room/kitchen. "This plan is more appropriate for a 
single person or a childless couple," says Cusato. 

A fourth design, which is a larger version of the second 
design at 430 sq.ft., will be available soon. It is the same ele- 
vation, but *with some minor changes, you can have an eight- 
person bunk room, a two bedroom or a one bedroom," 
explains Cusato.

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Cusato specifies two building materials for her Katrina 
Cottage designs: fiber-cement siding and metal roofs. "People 
probably don't want to use wood; cement board is a better 
product for this region, because it doesn't get eaten by ter- 
mites or rot," she says. The materials are a significant factor in 
what separates the cottages from the trailers. "Build cheap, 
build twice,” Cusato maintains. “If a little extra in the specifi- 
cations up front means that the building has a better chance 
of lasting. . . We really need to think about that when we build 
in these areas of high risk." 


Adoption Difficulties 


Unfortunately, there are numerous obstacles standing in the 
way of getting the Katrina Cottages built. The smaller cottage 
designs violate “decent housing" laws determined by the 
Federal Housing Administration (FHA). The issue is with the 
sizes of the rooms, says Mouzon. “We can't install doors at 
the bedroom or at the kitchen, because these spaces are too 
small to be considered separate rooms by the FHA. But we 
can work around these regulations. For example, the kitchen 
is often an alcove in our designs." 

For FEMA, the chief issue is that the cottages are meant as 
permanent structures, which the agency is not chartered to 
provide. Mouzon says that the architects need to impress 
upon the FEMA officials the economic and environmental 
savings of the cottages. "We need the agency to make an 
exception or change its mandate to allow permanent struc- 
tures," he says. 

Cusato thinks that the first hurdle with FEMA is getting its 
attention. “That is the goal,” she says. "We're coming at FEMA 
in as many ways as possible, but right now we're struggling with 
them. The mayor in Ocean Springs, MS, has gone to FEMA 
and requested the cottages, but they were not receptive P 

Barranco's opinion is that "FEMA is going to do what they 
do. That's not to say that they will not eventually come on 
board and learn from this and improve their emergency hous- 
ing product. But I don't think that we can wait for them. We've 
got to lead and show that it's a more desirable product." 

As long as FEMA refuses to adopt the Katrina Cottages, 
the architects worry about finding other clients. “We need to 
start identifying the financing side, because FEMA is offering a 
free trailer and we're asking people to pay for their own house 
while they’re paying mortgages on rubble,” says Cusato. 

The second issue with FEMA is working around the base 
flood elevation maps that, as of press time, don’t exist for 
these coastal neighborhoods.James McIntyre, FEMA Public 
Affairs, says that “people can build now to the current codes. 
The buildings will be grandfathered in when the new codes 
are finialized in late March." Barranco says that architects and 
developers are moving under the assumption that the 
agency's preliminary elevations will most likely be adopted. 
“Nothing will be rebuilt in the flood zones," says Mouzon, 
"though the cottages could be built on property anywhere 
and then moved if necessary. Or you could elevate them.” 

One possible solution to this problem is the Gulf 
Opportunity (GO) Zone Act, which provides for, among 
other things, easier issuance of tax-exempt bonds for single- 
and multi-family housing projects within the hurricane- 
affected areas. “I think people are really pursuing the coast, 
primarily because of this legislation,” says Barranco. 


Trailer Park Substitute 
FEMA trailer parks won't be getting a makeover, but there 
will soon be an alternative. Barranco and architect Bruce 
Tolar, of Ocean Springs, are collaborating to design a cottage 
court, a development of Katrina Cottages that look onto a 
reen. “We have found a piece of property in Ocean Springs 
and it looks like we’re going to move forward with building 
this court,” Barranco says. “We may be able to take advantage 
of the GO Zone incentives to make this a reality.” The court 
will include cottages that range in size from 300 to 800 sq.ft. 
“It will give people an opportunity to see multiple units, 
specifically how they can relate to one another and how they 
can vary. Because, after all, the horizontal placement is as 
important as the vertical architecture.” 

This is all well and good architecturally. But it has its social 
benefits, too. “If you hear of a high-density affordable hous- 
ing ‘park’ coming into your neighborhood,” says Cusato, 
“everybody is going to get upset, but if a village of cottages 
come in, I think people would react differently. Affordable 
housing doesn’t have to be horrible. If it’s something people 
take pride in, then they'll also take care of it. 

“In the same way that a prototype cottage triggered this 
[interest],” says Cusato, “a prototype village will trigger the 
next step.... This is just the introduction to the story. The 
real story is going to happen when we get these cottages 
down there.” Ш 
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Preservin g ‘Tomorrow 


The preservation of 20th-century buildings must balance original design intent with 


contemporary knowledge of material performance. By Elizabeth Corbin Murphy, FAIA 


he conscientious preservation architect is faced with many 

challenges when dealing with 20th-century building materi- 

als. The century was one of great experimentation in design 

and significant innovation in manufacturing. Often these two 

tendencies were mutually beneficial, but sometimes they col- 
lided. This piece will investigate the interrelation between design and 
material during the pre- and post-war periods and concentrate on partic- 
ular materials, namely aluminum and glass, as examples. 


Early Modernism 


At the beginning of the 20th century, architects continued to build with 
traditional materials. The industrial revolution had influenced design, but 
it took a while for everyone to understand the properties of new materi- 
als and it was easier to try to stretch the capacities of the traditional ones. 

If we were to follow the architects “in the news” at the time, we would 
see not altogether successful incorporations of new materials: We would 
see Frank Lloyd Wright cantilever concrete beyond that which is normal 
or acceptable or cut the corner out of a building and replace it with glass; 
We would see Eliel Saarinen use crisp, clean lines by placing a stone cap 
flush with the brick wall below (no overhang, no drip edge). Knowing 
what we now know, we argue over restoring these buildings for better 
maintenance or for design intent. Wright did not like downspouts: Do you 
add them when you restore his buildings so they do not deteriorate quite 
so rapidly? 

Having not yet totally abandoned traditional form, the clients were, in 
the first half of the 20th century, still requesting traditional styles. Albert 
Kahn built with traditional styles in mind and modern architecture moti- 
vating him to better buildings. At the request of his clients, the Edsel & 
Eleanor Ford House at Gaukler Point, MI, was influenced by the Cotswold 
cottages in England, but the construction of the house was an innovative 
combination of traditional masonry construction and steel-and-concrete

materials. The question for the architects was: Should the structure be restored to its original 


framing sure to weather the strongest nor’ wester! Programmatically, the 
complex was designed not necessarily for seclusion, but for security: the 
Lindbergh kidnapping had made everyone very nervous. 

While buildings were reaching longer spans with steel frames and taller 
heights with elevators, in the first quarter of the 20th century design was 
still not stretching too far. It was limited to traditional materials and per- 
haps restricted by the breadth and speed of communication. Advancing 
communication and periodicals in particular altered the face and the pace 
of change in architecture and allied arts. 

In perusing Architectural Forum (October 1924, Volume XLI, No. 4), the 
advertisements remind one of the new, cool (or hot!) materials available 
to the “thoughtful architects” to be used on buildings “of beauty, dignity, 
refinement, convenience and security.” Again, most of the materials are 
not new, but are used in new ways, marketed differently or now have a 
wider audience and wider availability (“when California looks to Southern 
Indiana for...”). (In 1923, by the way, Architectural Forum cost $2 per issue — 
very, very valuable.) 

The 1930s brought a little more experimentation with form and mod- 
ern materials. The Art Deco and Art Moderne/streamline began to truly 
bend the rules and the materials. The mainstream architectural communi- 
ty was really just initiating the exploration into metal and glass skins and 
still exploring available materials. Timidity and ignorance often deter- 
mined the best use of materials. Until the behaviors were witnessed, 
changes were less likely. The Chrysler Building is an example of such inde- 
cision, designed in aluminum, but completed in stainless steel. Perhaps 
the designers were a bit uneasy. Perhaps they actually recognized the wild 
coefficient of expansion inherent in the aluminum. 

Completed in 1931, the Empire State Building was the first example of 
large-scale use of aluminum in construction. Until 1886, when scientists 
from the United States and France discovered a method to extract it from 
its natural state (bauxite compound), aluminum had been considered a

Environmental factors that didn't exist at the time of 
construction or installation but occurred throughout the 
years are as likely as the possibility of human error in the 
deterioration of aluminum. Was the correct alloy of alu- 
minum specified? The correct finish? Did the original 
detail place the aluminum in a position that hastened its 
deterioration? Was the material correctly specified and 
incorrectly installed? 

One other cause of deterioration must be considered 
in preserving or restoring aluminum — fatigue. The high 
coefficient of expansion and the softness of the metal 
itself are often factors in failure by fatigue. Thermal 
expansion and contraction will actually cause mechani- 
cal failure even when corrosion is not present. Aluminum 
roofing and wall cladding are especially susceptible to 
this type of mechanical failure. The inherent softness of 
aluminum components often results in erosion by wind 
and rain and damage by abrasives. 

Several finishes are available for aluminum that 
reduce the risk of the corrosive and mechanical failures. 
Coatings must be identified in order to specify the prop- 
er treatment for rehabilitation or even for cleaning. The 
Arlington, VA-based Aluminum Association suggests sim- 
ple tests for determining the finish prior to cleaning, 
repair or refinishing.

precious metal. For the next decade, the process was not widely used, but 
the value of aluminum was still about five times that of copper. However, 
once aluminum was used for military aircraft in World War I — because it 
was lightweight — use of the metal slowly increased. By the 1920s it was 
popular as a decorative element. 

The architects who undertake the preservation of these materials have 
the advantage of years of observing their behavior and, therefore, cannot 
claim timidity and ignorance. The preservationist must be fully cognizant 
of the properties of the materials and accept responsibility for their selec- 
tion and specification, whether in a full or partial replacement, or a 
restoration. Manufacturers’ recommendations and suitable placement of 
materials are essentials to a successful project. This being the case, home- 
work, field work, research and consultation with the manufacturers of the 
materials is no longer “helpful” but obligatory. 


Aluminum 
Aluminum is wonderfully lightweight and corrosion resistant. It is half of the 
weight of copper or brass. As soon as it hits the air bare aluminum will form 
an oxide layer that protects the metal until the layer is breached in some 
manner or the metal is exposed for a length of time to corrosive materials. 
The list of corrosive materials is similar to the list for copper (and actu- 
ally includes copper). With salt at the top of the list, environmental corro- 
sives include treated wood, airborne dirt, chlorides, sulphides and acid rain. 
Some materials that are a bit more surprising that can corrode aluminum are 
damp or unseasoned oak, cedar or redwood (in fact any wood can be a prob- 
lem if it is wet); wet lime mortar; Portland cement; plaster; and concrete. 
Cured masonry is not usually a problem; however, constant exposure to 
stone and brickwork that hold moisture can corrode the aluminum. 
Galvanic action (dissimilar metals in contact with each other) will also cor- 
rode it. Copper is one of the biggest offenders. Aluminum is fairly stable 
with zinc and with non-magnetic stainless steel, but even stainless steel with 
aluminum should be monitored if the two are in an industrial setting. In pre- 
serving aluminum, it is essential to observe the behavior of the material and 
ascertain the most likely cause or causes of the deterioration. 
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have integral color. Red, green and blue dyes used in the 
1950s are fading unevenly. The gold, brown, gray and 
black pigments have a better survival rate and still hold 
their color. Anodizing can improve the resistance to 
weather and can be further enhanced (depending upon 
the chemical formula) to resist wear and abrasion. An 
eraser will not scratch an anodized coating, nor will the 
eraser darken. It is more difficult to pierce the coating 
with a needle and one would hear the scratch. The 
scratch in the surface would actually be wider than the 
point of the needle. Sometimes anodized aluminum is 
coated with an organic coating (lacquer). When testing, 
be sure to recognize the organic coating as well. 


* Chemical-conversion finishes — Created by chemical 
methods only, the conversion coatings are thinner and 
are generally used as a base for painting. Scratch marks 
will be a bit broader than the needle and there would be 
no scratch or color change with an eraser. 


* Painted finishes — Painted finishes should be easily detected with a steel 
needle as paints are much softer than any metal. Paint is applied over a 
conversion coating in a controlled environment or in the field to any 
weathered aluminum that is clean and free of grease and has had the sur- 


face abraded. 


* Porcelain-enameled finishes — Porcelain finishes are very hard and can be 
smooth or textured. These finishes go through a ceramic process that re- 
quires firing. A steel needle can break before it penetrates this surface. 


* Plated finishes — Nickel, chromium, copper, tin, silver and gold can be 
electroplated to aluminum either directly or on an intermediate metal. 
Usually, the plated metal is very thin and can be scratched, revealing the 
dull gray color of the aluminum below. Chromium plating can be identi- 
fied by its silver color. Chromium is harder than gold, silver and nickel, 
but is more porous, leaving it susceptible to pitting if it is not main- 
tained. If the plating cannot be visually identified, inorganic spot tests can 
be performed. 


* Laminate finishes — Thin layers of fabric, plastics, wood or any other 
material that one may imagine can be laminated to aluminum. Testing is 
generally not necessary as observation should be sufficient. 


To clean the aluminum, one would follow all of the common-sense 
rules for preservation treatment. Start with the mildest cleaner: water or 
mild soap and water. Be sure to test the methods first. Avoid splashing 
adjacent surfaces. Do not mix cleaners. Be consistent; do not change con- 
centration levels in the field. Follow manufacturer's instructions. Be sure 
to rinse and wipe dry. 

The human tendency is to use the fastest method and to believe that using 
an aggressive method less frequently will save money. Generally the oppo- 


site is true, as the aggressive methods can be destructive and remediation is 


costly. Cleaning more often with milder methods is recommended, espe- 
cially in areas that are easily viewable. Aluminum that is higher on a build- 
ing needs to be cleaned only rarely. Remember also, as with cleaning other 
materials and painting or applying coatings, do not apply solutions in the 
bright sunlight. Work on a cloudy day or keep to the shady side. 

The Aluminum Association categorizes five different types of cleaners. 
Mild soap and detergents and non-etching cleaners are best for oil- and 
grease-based soil. Even this mild category can bleach the metal or irritate 
skin. Solvent and emulsion cleaners may be used on bare, anodized, 
conversion-coated and porcelain-coated aluminum. They will remove dirt 
and grime, but not heavily crusted soils. Be aware that many solvent-based 
cleaners are flammable or give off fumes. They also will not restore the 
appearance of the aluminum. 

Abrasive cleaners include waxes, soaps or even water that has had an 
abrasive added to it. Traces of wax, oil or silicone are remaining on the alu- 
minum upon completion, adding to the luster and protective finish. 
Abrasive cleaners will remove most stains and grime and will restore 
weathered aluminum. Power-driven polishers and steel wool (use stainless 
for aluminum) fit into this category. Testing, however, is essential. 
Generally some type of polish, wax or organic coating is preferred after an 
abrasive method. Often a combination of abrasive and solvent cleaning is 
necessary to prepare the surface for the organic coating after an abrasive. 

Etching methods are not used on painted, plated, anodized or conversion- 
coated aluminum. Usually, the etching cleaners are added to water and 
used on bare aluminum. An area like a storefront is best cleaned from the 
bottom up. Drips from the etching solution will not affect the cleaned alu- 
minum as much as they will the uncleaned areas. With a tall building, it 
may be best to start at the top. The etching cleaners will remain in place 
for a tested period of time, and then be thoroughly rinsed and removed. 
The final appearance may be cloudy like a surface that has been etched. 

Special cleaners include abrasive blasting, steam cleaning and rotary- 
wire brushing. Extra equipment places these methods into the "special" 
category. Steam can be very effective, but one must be cautious as steam 
can destroy a painted finish or craze an anodized finish. Steam can also dis- 
tort the aluminum if improperly used. Aluminum is soft and subject to 
heat and abrasive blasting that would remove some of the metal and leave 
a surface texture. This aluminum should be coated. Power-driven wire 
brushes are a last resort and require great skill and experience. 

Surface protectants or clear coatings (such as lacquers) may preserve 
the good appearance after cleaning. Microcrystalline wax is one such coat- 
ing. Wax will necessarily be applied more often, however it is a forgiving 
surface and a breach can be easily addressed. Wax may be the best solution 
for areas that are in high traffic. Walker Johnson of Chicago, IL-based 
Johnson-Laskey Architects warns that if one cleans and restores exterior

aluminum, it is essential to seal the cut edges of the aluminum as well as 
the exposed surfaces. Black streaks (especially from bare aluminum) can 
be avoided in this manner. 

In order to avoid repeat deterioration, aluminum architectural elements 
must be protected from contact with the causal elements. If the aluminum 
is in contact with another metal, the contact surface of the adjacent metal 
should be painted. If the aluminum is in contact with a masonry surface, 
the aluminum should be painted with a heavy bituminous paint and then 
coated with an aluminum metal and masonry paint. Aluminum flashings 
and drip should be fastened only with aluminum nails and rivets and 
should be protected from acidic run-off (rain оп wood shingles, for 
instance). Aluminum should not be painted with red lead primers or copper- 
containing paints. Zinc chromate primers are better. 

Aluminum architectural elements should be designed to accommodate 
movement due to thermal expansion. If a section fails due to fatigue, it 
generally cannot be repaired, and must be replaced. Likewise, severe ero- 
sion or abrasion may render the aluminum element inviable and require 
its replacement. (Minor erosion can be stopped and coated with appro- 
priate lacquer, varnish or paint.) Welding can be performed in the field, 
but replacing an entire section of aluminum architectural elements is usu- 
ally recommended. Soldering should be avoided, as often galvanic action 
takes place between the solder and the aluminum. 

With access to scientific conservation technologies, restoration of the 
deteriorating building parts becomes more accessible. There are fewer and 
fewer reasons to demolish a re-usable building. 


Post War 


After World War II, when Modernism moved from cutting edge to main- 
stream, new products followed. Moving a bit faster now, industry scurried 
to keep up with design and construction. Design and construction scurried 
to use every new product. Retrospect allows one to safely address the fact 
that not all new products were adequately tested prior to their incorpora- 
tion into our cities' largest structures. Materials failures were not always the 
"fault" of the materials, but perhaps the system designers had not the time 
to fully realize and accommodate the behaviors of the modern materials. 

When one attempts to restore or retrofit a glass-skinned structure for 
example, or even a structure with large expanses of windows, one is con- 
fronted with the behaviors that may have been overlooked in the past. One 
is confronted, also, with the contemporary pressures to meet energy effi- 
ciency, ease of maintenance and lowest possible initial costs. 


Glass 


The Solarcool (trademark of PPG Industries) glass on a building built in

metallic oxide coating that was deposited on the float glass during produc- 
tion. These bronze- and gray-colored glasses were intended to make their 
mark on the urban context, also, by reflecting their surroundings or adding 
a specific color to the context, the degrees of which were determined by 
the placement of the film on one of four faces of the glass system. (Two 
sheets of glass, both with an inside and an outside face, are generally refer- 
enced by numbers one through four. The one face is inside the building and 
the four face is outside of the building. The air space, for insulating purpos- 
es, is between the two and three faces.) 

Systems with the metallic oxide coatings have failed because of any 
number of factors, but even if they were properly designed and installed 
during the initial construction, the deep shadows or patterns of shadows 
cast by newer adjacent buildings (subsequent construction) can alter the 
thermal expansion enough to cause the glass to fail. The metallic coating 
expands at a rate different than the glass or, because of deep shadows across 
the individual sheets of glass, the sunny pattern (hot) and the shadow pat- 
tern (cold) cause such a thermal stress in any one sheet that the glass fails. 


Factors that should have been incorporated into the original design of 
the glass system to avoid the problems caused by thermal stresses must be 
included in the restoration of the same, including the type of glass, the 
type of coating or tinting on the glass and the size and the configuration 
within the frame. Was it heat strengthened? The influences on such failures 
go much beyond these few factors and include other factors in the system 
itself such as the type of frame, frame material, gasket fabric, gasket color 
and outdoor glazing stop clie 

Because these are thermal stresses that are being considered in this list, 
the design temperatures provide an expected range of temperatures that 
the system must handle. But one must think about the swing during any 
one day, or even hour, and the differential that can be caused by the shade 
and shadow i in any one sheet at any one moment. 

PPG's “Thermal Stress Update #TD -109” states that “it is the design 
professional’s responsibility to ensure compliance with all of these 
requirements” at the beginning of a 27-page document on thermal factors 
alone! Switching to the PPG’s “Glass Design Guidelines,” one would note 
that the company offers software to simulate the multitudinous combina- 
tions of glass and then warns again that “it is the design professional’s 
responsibility...” PPG offers a software program for computing prelimi- 
nary thermal design. In it, there is a caution that states that the software 
package is not a substitute for a thorough thermal analysis and “it is the 
design professional’s responsibility...” 


Restoring the Discarded 


As restoration architects are only beginning to address the latter half of the 
20th century, restoration of newer materials is still a bit of a mystery. 
Conscientious architects and conservators are arousing their courage to 
attempt restoration of the materials that every other architect has simply 
discarded for fear or disdain. The late-20th-century materials are being 
replaced with even newer ones — titanium, stainless steel, plastic, carbon 
fiber, aluminum, blast-resistant glass, resins, biodegradables, nylon and 
polymers. Since one may now attain a Ph.D. in plastic injection molding, 
one must also learn how to conserve it! Ш

Ranch Revival 


A new ranch in Texas Hill Country looks to the west coast for inspiration.

hen clients are interested in building a house 
that speaks to their interests and passions - 
someplace they can call home — finding an 
appropriate architect can be an extensive proj- 
ect in and of itself. But for the owners of the Currie Ranch in 
Fischer Store, TX, a rural crossroads between Austin and San 
Antonio, the process was cut short when the owners entered 
Michael G. Imber, Architect's San Antonio office in 2001, 
located just across the street from their now-former residence. 

*Walk-ins are quite rare in this business," says Michael G. 
Imber, AIA, principal of the firm. *But it was a great match. 
[The clients] saw that we designed ranch houses, liked our 
style and signed on. What they wanted is what we do."

wanted something sophisticated and refined." The walls, the color scheme 
and the arch are repeated in the arcade, the loggia and throughout the 
interior, reinforcing a relationship between the interior and exterior and 
the formal and vernacular architecture. 

As for the materials, Imber says that the owners did not want to see any 
natural distressing to the plaster walls. ^We varied the coloration to get 
more depth and then mottled the color to give it more of a natural effect, 
more luminosity,” he says. 

The limestone used for the walls was cut by a Vermeer saw. “We used soft 
cuts to give the surface stone texture,” says Imber. “The rough stone reflects 
the landscape, something most of the rest of the building retreats from." 

One of the challenges Imber faced during the design phase was the rela- 
tionship between the house and nature. “This house, unlike most of the 
ranch houses we have designed, is somewhat in opposition to the landscape,”

Imber says. “Rather than building over the Blanco River, which the prop- 
erty incorporates, at the owners’ request we built the house on a flat, 
wooded plain far from the river. We had to change our thinking of how 
one develops a home in the country.” Imber is referring to the “compound 
mentality” of this structure. The motor court is protected from snakes and 
other wildlife by a 4- to 8-ft.-tall “organic” sloping curved wall. Similarly, 
the interior spaces don’t feature picture windows that frame the river. 
Instead, the entry area focuses on the forecourt, and the other rooms 
wrap around an inner courtyard. 

The residence includes a library, keeping room , guest suite and mas- 
ter bedroom suite. At the main entrance, two cut-limestone steps lead 
to a small foyer. *I find it's a little jarring to walk straight into a large 
space," Imber explains. “It’s good to have an intermediate space that 
prepares you to move into the larger, primary rooms of a house." 

The foyer opens into the great room, which functions both as a living 
and dining room. Directly across from the foyer are three large arched 
doors with arched transoms that open into the courtyard. A cut-limestone 
fireplace — "it's the same Cordova cream limestone that was used on the 
exterior," says Imber — is the highlight of the room. Beyond the next room 
to the east, a kitchen, is a keeping room and, off that, a dining loggia. 

On the opposite side of the great room a hallway leads to two guest 
rooms complete with full private baths. A library, with French doors that 
open to the central courtyard, is just beyond that. “The couple wanted a 
library because they have a large collection of artifacts, books and pho- 
says haber The room has a 
20-ft.-tall ceiling dome, which creates a signpost on the ranch. "It anchors 
the house on its site," explains Imber. 

The master bedroom suite, at 1,640 sq.ft., includes a bath and two 
closets. Other features are a fireplace and a small courtyard. The central

courtyard offers the possibility of being opened to the surrounding land- 
scape through a connecting loggia. 

As with the exterior, the clients did not want the interior to be rustic 
Texan, so Imber designed mostly in the Mediterranean Revival style. “In 
the vernacular architecture,” explains Imber, “there is a tendency to see 
more trusses, but in this case, we showed that only in the breakfast room, 
which is a relaxed room.” The vaulted and domed ceilings and the walls 
are plastered in stark white and the doors and passageways are arched. 
“This style extends to the detailing of the fireplaces,” adds Imber, “but 
becomes somewhat overt.” The flooring in the living room is Jerusalem 
stone and the master bedroom suite floors are made of Brazilian cherry. 
The windows in each room have solid-cherry shutters. 

Though construction ran long due to the remoteness of the house, it 
was completed in September 2004, surpassing expectations. “Though the 
design of the Currie home presented many challenges due to the loca- 
tion,” says Imber, “everyone is pleased with the outcome.” ш

In Palladios Shadow 


A new house in Italy looks to regional precedents and local building crafts.

n the region where Andrea Palladio built many of his villas, in Rosa, 
Italy, a house that follows the tradition with symmetry, regularity of 
ве rigorousness of proportion and simplicity of detail was 
designed by Andrea Pacciani, architect. 
"The project was born from the request for a family house that was 
simple and livable in all its spaces," Pacciani says. The goal was a tradition- 
ally styled house with the comforts of the contemporary world. “In spite 


of the architectural Modernism that has invaded Italy as a whole, 
local current house building still has characteristics of traditional 
building, thanks to the presence of local artisans,” he adds. A trade- 
off has occurred in this region, where a hybrid of modern archi- 
tecture and material and forms that are recalled from the past has 
become common. "There's a compromise between planners who 
have never built in a traditional manner, and customers who 
request houses that recognize their real cultural identity," he 
explains. “Му goal, then, was to exploit the local construction abil- 
ities for a project that supports architectural tradition in its 
essence, without compromise and without constituent excesses." 

In comparison with the Classical Palladian villas, the dimensions 
of the new house are reduced, and a more simple language was 
adopted. The district within which it is sited is densely built, but 
comprised of simple houses that look to local tradition. "The results 
are sometimes uncertain, so this house seems to be the ‘older sister’ 
to which the others leak for inspiration,” says Pacciani. 

The structure of the house is plastered 40-cm. working brick. 
“Working bricks are big bricks with holes called 'poroton'; they are 
thermal insulation bricks with little air bubbles that form during 
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the heating process," Pacciani explains. The pillars of the portico and the 
balcony, the molding and the windowsills are in Vicenza stone, "an easily 
workable local sandy stone that hardens with time, used in all the Palladian 
works,” he says. “The attic is in wood, with only one warping of the beams — 
that is, a system of same-sized parallel beams that run from wall to wall." 
The chimney pots are in tile on top of handmade brick. *These are the 
construction techniques of the tradition of the place, which I wanted to 
respect entirely to better guarantee the duration of construction," he says. 
"Reinforced concrete has only been used in the stringcourses of the attic, 
roof and basement." The roof tile comes from Possagno, and is antiqued 
to better resemble the roof tile of the oldest houses in the area. 

The interior is also simple, and regulated in the distribution of the 
spaces, with the central staircase and living and dining rooms to the sides 
on the ground floor; the kitchen and laundry lead to a small veranda; three

rooms with baths and wardrobes are on the first floor. The master bed- 
room is given prominence from three window gates and from the balcony, 
seen from the garden on the south of the house. No space is too big, allow- 
ing a livability as well as a connectedness among the rooms. 

In addition to following the ancient local technology, the new fir beams 
in the house "give an appearance of warmth," says Pacciani, as well as 
adding a rustic look and lifting the useful height of the environment. 

The lighting in the house is nearly always achieved with wall or floor 
fixtures, in order to use shadow to its maximum effect. The exceptions are 
two Shendeliare: both of Venetian manufacture, one new, in red glass by 
Murano, and one ancient, in w ood. "These gave diffused, vertical light i in 
the dining room and the staircase, ' says Pacciani. 

"We wanted to avoid ceramic flooring on the ground level," he 
explains. The staircases and baths are fabricated from clear stone that is 
harder, but similar to the Vicenza stone. The flooring on the first floor is 
oak. The portico is paved with a seminato, “ап ancient Venetian technique 
in which marble fragments are placed in a bed of colored cement and then 
smoothed," he says. 

In the end, the choices made were well carried out by the artisans, who 
were a "little rusty in recovering the forms and the workmanship of the 
past” at first, says Pacciani. 

The biggest challenge the architect faced was getting the local author- 
ities to give him permission to build, since the building commission of the 
town felt that the plans for the house were too much inspired by the past, 
and that this would create embarrassment. “In Italy, where everywhere 
there are the wonders of the history of architecture, the Modernist choice 
is successful because not conv ersing with 
the historical architecture avoids embar- 
rassing comparisons between the contem- 
porary designer and the teachers of the 
past,” says Pacciani. To solve this problem, 
he worked around it. “I used the same 
approach of the Modernists in the first 
years of the 20th century to ensure that 
the authorities would allow them to build,” 
he explains. “It’s known that [Giuseppe]

Like the façades, the interior is simple, and regulated in the distribution of the 
spaces, with no large areas. A decorative screen is the only element that separates 
the living and dining rooms, transforming an unwieldy space into a livable one. 


Casa del Fascio, in Como, as if it were a period building, but he ‘forgot’ 
to finish the roof, the moldings, etc. I presented the least possible detail 
on the drawings, so it seemed a project of mixed traditional and modern 
styles like the ones they used to see. The less you draw, the more they can 
imagine the house they want and it’s easier to convince them. 

“I don’t believe in self-referential architecture,” concludes Pacciani. “I 
believe that when a house is finished, it has to appear to have been there 
always, without the arrogance to show when and by whom it was built. 
Its materials must age, and its technologies must be sustainable. It must be 
able to widen and modify in time. Without that, its forms become a 
momentary fashion, forced to binding restructurings. The only architec- 
ture that has these characteristics is that consolidated in the time and place 
where you build.” — Marieke Cassia Gartner

In the Swim 


Both the site and style of the existing house came into play in the recent design of an indoor pool.

hen a family in Princeton, NJ, 
purchased the property next 
to its 1920s Georgian home, 
they did so with the intention 
of adding an indoor swimming pool. A num- 
ber of issues concerned them, and they were 
wary of how these issues might be resolved. 
Of paramount importance, the design of the 
building had to be compatible with the existing 
home and neighborhood, ideally appearing as if 
it were contemporaneous with the house. “Опе 
of the problems with indoor pools is that they 
require a great deal of space, both in volume, as 
says Philip Kennedy-Grant, 
AIA, principal at Kennedy-Grant Architec- 
ture, Bernardsville, NJ. ^These structures can

be ungainly, unseemly and out-of-scale when 
placed in residential neighborhoods." 

Located in an established neighborhood 
with substantial homes, the character of the 
street is "such that we wanted the new building 
to be as inconspicuous as possible," Kennedy- 
Grant says. “The original house is a brick Georgian with a slate roof. We 
went to great lengths to match the brick pattern and color, even having a 
mold made to match the existing water table." 

In addition, an existing 300-year-old copper beech tree, which the 
town sought to have listed on the local register of historic trees, also had 
to be taken into account. These two conditions were the impetus for set- 
ting the building as far back on the property as possible. Doing so allowed 
the side yard to be seen as the front of the natatorium. The rear of the new 
building did not remain unaddressed, however. A more intimate sitting 
area, protected by a freestanding brick wall, was created as a parallel exte- 
rior space to the more public patio facing the lawn. 

The greatest challenge in locating the building as close to the property 
lines as possible was a requirement of the local zoning ordinance, which 
stipulates that a building's height cannot exceed its setback. Sited 15 ft. 


Four columns and three sets of French doors lead from the patio into the central swim- 


ming pool room. The rear wall features the same treatment, allowing light and air into 


the room. Pergolas are situated on either side of the patio to define the area.

from the property lines, the permitted natatorium height was very low 
“The solution was to 
design a central, vaulted space that fills the Фока area," Kennedy-Grant 
explains. *Flanking, flat-roofed elements would be seen as supplementary 


relative to the size and expanse of the floor area 


to the fundamental mass of the structure. The building's facade steps back 
to reveal the principal mass, the gabled volume. 

“Making a 40-ft.-long swimming pool fit easily, and in an unassuming 
way, into a small space was not an easy task," he adds. "In addition to the 
pool, the client also wanted an exercise space with amenities such as a 
shower and a washer and dryer for the towels. They also wanted a com- 
fortable lounge area." 

The new 3,300-sq.ft. natatorium, which is only 14 ft. tall at its highest 
point, is a long, low rectangular building. The gabled volume is flanked by 
flat-roofed elements on the east and west ends. The central gabled room

houses а 16х40-Ё. pool with 12-ft. bluestone aprons on either side. This 
60x40-ft. room opens via French doors on the north and south sides. The 
north facade faces the property line and opens onto a sculpture garden 
while the south side opens onto a patio on the open lawn. Matching per- 
golas are positioned on either end of the patio. "These act as frames for the 
patio, defining it as an outdoor room," says Kennedy-Grant. Tucked into 
the base of one of the pergolas is a year- round spa. 

The 16x20-ft. rooms on either end of the structure house the lounge on 
the west and the exercise room on the east end. Doric columns of poly: mar- 
ble — supplied by Lawrenceville, GA-based Architectural Columns & 
Balustrades by Melton — were used.on each facade, as well as in the coordi- 
nating pergolas. The pedimented east and west facades were designed to be 
sympathetic to the house entry. "The pool house follows the model of the 
front door,” says Kennedy-Grant. “It is not an exact replica, but it is similar.” 

Also similar to the main house is the roof of the natatorium, which fea- 


tures slate shingles over the gabled portion. The flat portions of the roof 


are flat-seamed copper roofing. “We selected the flat-seamed roofing 
because standing-seam would have interrupted the flow of the water,” 
Kennedy-Grant explains. 

One unusual feature of the natatorium is that the building is construct- 
ed with a steel frame. “This allowed us to span the entire length of the pool

plus the aprons,” says 
Kennedy-Grant. “It is 
infilled with wood raf- 
ters and joists.” 

The Classical style continues on the interior, with columns flanking the 
entrances to the lounge and the exercise room. To create a sense of height 
over the large swimming pool space, the architects specified a shallow 
elliptical vault with uplighting concealed in the entablature. Paintings 
commissioned by the owner line the room. 

In the lounge and the exercise room, the sense of comfort is expressed 
with oak flooring and coffered ceilings. Walnut cabinets house storage and 
appliances in the lounge. The exercise room features a shower, washer and 
dryer. Mechanical equipment is located in the full basement at the east 
end of the building. 

The natatorium was completed in the spring of 2004 to the satisfaction 
of both the clients and neighbors. In fact, one neighbor went so far as to 
praise it as the best structure added to the neighborhood in years. The 
building coordinates with the Georgian brick house, respects the ancient 
copper beech tree and is unassuming in the landacape. “The greatest com- 
pliment I have gotten,” says Kennedy- Grant, “is when people tell me that 
it looks like it was м ауз there" — Martha McDonald

Practical Necessity 


Traditional design has caught up with the garage door. By Nicole V. Gagné 


practical necessity for virtually all homeown- 

ers is to own at least one car — which makes a 

garage a practical necessity for virtually all 
homes. For the garage to be a suitable companion to 
the home’s architectural style, it too must comple- 
ment the design of the home, regardless of its con- 
temporary function. Thus a market has steadily grown 
for garage doors in the style of traditional carriage 
doors (entries with clearance for a horse-drawn car- 
riage). This article surveys three leading manufactur- 
ers of historically styled garage doors; the range of 
their products and experiences should help simplify 
the selection of an appropriate garage door for the 
period home. 


Hahn’s Woodworking Company 


Hahn’s Woodworking Company, Inc., in Branchburg, 
NJ, was founded by its president, Scott Hahn, in 1984. 
He describes how the profession came naturally to 
him: “Both my grandfather and my father sold and 
serviced overhead garage doors, and all my summers 
from the age of 12 on were spent riding shotgun on a 
service truck, installing and repairing them. When | 
started my manufacturing business, a client who had 
old swing-out doors told me, ‘We like the look of 
these doors but we want the convenience of an over- 
head door.’ So we developed a sectional overhead 
carriage-house barn door. Today we make extremely 
high-end carriage-house overhead barn doors, and our 
clients are upscale buyers who want that quality.” 

Hahn’s fabricates doors in all styles and operations: 
sectional overhead, one-piece overhead, swing, sliding 
or bifold. But according to National Sales Manager 
Roger Jurczak, “Our highest percentage of doors sold 
is the overhead. Sometimes the client’s garage doesn’t 
have room for the track system; or you'll have the 
purists who say, ‘I don’t want that very fine line that 
maybe my neighbor can’t see but I know exists in a sec- 
tional.’ These clients opt for a swing door. But for ever 
25 or 50 overhead doors that we supply, we probably do 
one pair of swing doors; and for every five pair of swing 
doors, we may do one pair of sliding doors.” 

Sectional carriage-house barn doors from Hahn’s 
range in thickness from 1% to 3% in., and feature a 
polystyrene-insulated core. They’re fabricated with a 
mahogany internal-core framework and %-in. Luan 
plywood fully laminated to the front and back of the 
hardwood core. Glazing options include tempered, 
laminated, insulated, leaded stained glass and hand- 
blown seeded restoration glass. The doors’ wrought- 
iron hardware comes from such suppliers as Kayne &

Son Custom Hardware, Ball & Ball Hardware, James 
Peters & Son and Acorn Forged Iron. 

The firm works with its clients to create a door that 
suits the home. Even its stock doors aren't so very 
stock, insists Jurczak: *Hahn's doesn't lock itself into 
standard sizes and exact replications of a particular 
design. The industry has standard door dimensions — 
8x7, 8x8 — but there are a lot of older garages where 
the opening is a non-standard size. That's why we start 
each order with a pile of lumber in the shop. We don't 
pre-cut, and we listen to what the clients tell us they 
want." The doors can be for the garage or the entry, 
notes Hahn: "About five or six years ago, we really 
started custom entry doors that match our sectional 
overhead carriage-house barn doors; with most of 
those doors, the client is buying an entry door too."

Historic Doors by Hendricks 


Based in Kempton, PA, since 1985, Historic Doors 
by Hendricks (formerly Hendricks Woodworking) 
specializes in designing and constructing garage 
doors and entryways that are compatible with a build- 
ing's architectural style. Founder Steven Hendricks 
explains, "Designing doors in historic styles came nat- 
urally to me; Гуе always been interested in preserva- 
tion and architecture, and as the point of entry, doors 
are arguably one of the most important elements in a 
building. Carriage doors were just a natural offshoot 
of making entry doors. My experience is that the mar- 
ket for carriage doors is growing, but how big a trend 
it is, I couldn't say." 

АП the firm's doors are made using only mortise- 
and-tenon joinery. Its craftspeople are trained in

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traditional joinery and employ hand-construction 
methods in combination with appropriate woodwork- 
ing machinery. These specialized artisans also recom- 
mend the wood species most appropriate to each 
application, using high-quality American hardwoods 
for the construction of their doors, which are typically 
174 or 2% in. thick. Glazing services include beveled 
glass, custom-designed leaded glass, true-divided-lite 
insulating glass and even restoration glass. 

"Every job goes through our design office,’ 
Hendricks relates. “We always work with the client 
and their design team, rather than offer a line of stock 
doors. There is some standardization in our construc- 
tion methods, depending on the door style, but with- 
in that method, there is enormous variety because 
each door is made by a single craftsperson." That last 
detail is paramount at Historic Doors, and the client is 
always given a single point of contact who knows their 
project thoroughly. 

Despite tailoring their design flexibility to the 
client's needs, Hendricks notes, “Most of our work is 
in swinging doors, although we've done some of the 
folding overhead garage doors. Those kinds of doors 
are fine, but they can't really duplicate the historic 
carriage-door designs, which never had to accommo- 


» 


date such limitations as overhead tracks or a divided 
horizontal construction. And there are people out 
there who don't want something designed within 
those limitations — they want authenticity. By the same 
token, we don't get a lot of customers looking for car- 
riage or garage doors that match or complement his- 
toric entry doors. Carriage doors have been for us 
mostly a unique, one-of-a-kind item; they usually 
serve a different purpose from regular entrances." 


Designer Doors 


Founded by Kent Forsland, Designer Doors, Inc., in 
River Falls, WI, began selling handcrafted garage doors 
in 1987. The firm seeks to meet the needs of clients 
desiring the appearance of authentic carriage doors 
with the ease of push-button overhead operation. John 
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This cottage in the English Tudor style is situated on a small city lot that lacked an alley for garage access. Since the 
garage also had to serve as the front of the house, Designer Doors, Inc., developed this visually harmonious solution 
by following the house’s window treatments, material and historic style in the creation of the garage doors. 


Gardner, vice president of sales and marketing, has 
seen “an upturn in the emphasis placed on the role of 
the garage door. People understand the product’s 
architectural impact, and there’s a lot more upscale 
interest from a design standpoint in garage doors. The 
vast majority of our clients want overhead conven- 
ience. Also, there are some code issues relative to 
automatic swing-door operation, and not many 
devices at this time meet those codes. And if there’s a 
heavy snowfall, it has to be cleared away before you 
can open a swing door. Most of our overhead doors 
are designed to look like swing doors. We can also

make it resemble a single sliding barn door, a hinged, 
two-segment swing-out door or a tri-fold. Many peo- 
ple have the wrong garage door for their house and 
want the old tri-fold look.” 

The firm offers stock lines of overhead garage 
doors with its Limited Editions series, but despite 
their popularity, according to Gardner, “There’s been 
an overall shift to custom design. Clients who at first 
were thinking about a catalog product end up saying, 
‘I want you to customize it. Probably 40% of our 
business’ volume is custom.” Commissioned garage 
doors can also eschew overhead technology and oper- 
ate as swing doors, and are fabricated using the same 
crafts as their historical models. 

Both the Commissioned and Limited Editions doors 
utilize 1°/s-in. Douglas fir frames, polystyrene insula- 
tion, %-in. plywood backers and clear western red 
cedar for the trim. There is the option of either stain- 
grade western red cedar or paint-grade MDO ply- 
wood for the surface material of flat doors. For raised 
designs, western red cedar is used. Glass can be dou- 
ble-strength, glacier, insulated, tempered, insulated 
tempered or bronze tinted. The firm also offers stock 
and custom reproduction hand-forged hardware, and 
finishes its pulls, latches and hinges to resemble 
wrought iron. 

Designer Doors also provides entry doors, either 
commissioned or in a wide range of standard designs 
complementing its Limited Editions garage doors. 
Gardner comments, “People didn’t realize before the 
options in design relationships between the garage 
door and the entry door, and the advantage of being 
able to get both from a single source, which we call 
‘architectural harmony.’ We play a consulting role and 
help our customers pick the right product for their 
home by giving them a broad variety of custom options 
for what works best with their architecture.” ш

Building Character in Today’s Homes

More than 30 years after saving the Emlen Physick Estate from demolition, an ornamental wood fence is re-created, with nothing to go 
by but an historic photograph. By Marieke Cassia Gartner 


n 1879, the Emlen Physick Estate on 1048 

Washington Street in Cape May, NJ, was completed. 

Differing from its neighbors, the estate, attributed 
to Frank Furness, was designed in the Stick style, 
instead of Italianate, Gothic or Mansard styles. 
Following Dr. Physick's death in 1916, it was sold 
many times, and fell into a state of disrepair. In the 
1960s, it was acquired by developers who planned to 
tear it down in order to put tract housing on its 
grounds. The Mid-Atlantic Center for the Arts (MAC) 
was formed in 1970 to save it. After accomplishing its 
goal, MAC opened the estate as Cape May's only 
Victorian house museum in 1976. 

Near the end of 2002, MAC began a restoration 
and ADA-accessibility project on the grounds of the 
estate. Concluded in 2004, the project achieved its 
goal — the estate now matches its 1890 appearance and 
the first floor is wheelchair accessible. But at the pro- 
ject’s completion, something was still missing. In old 
photographs, an ornamental fence is visible in front of 
the property. To complete the restoration, MAC host- 
ed a fundraiser in 2004 in order to pay for the re-cre- 
ation of the fence. In September 2005 the project 
began, with hopes for completion early in 2007. 
Components needed included 750 pickets, 25 posts 
and more than 600 feet in rails to complete the more 
than 300-ft.-long ornamental wood fence. 

Because all the parts are being manufactured on- 
site, one of the biggest challenges MAC faced was get- 
ting enough skilled labor to help with the fabrication. 
"You can't just take a standard woodworker and throw 
him into this," says Jerry Karacz, director of mainte- 
nance at MAC. The initial plan was to use volunteers 
to build the fence, so MAC sent out samples for a trial 
run. “The skill level just wasn't good enough," he says, 
“so I decided to take it in-house, and train our staff.” 
This type of project is typical of what is being done in 
the field today, he adds, but because craftspeople 
want to be specialized, they don't go through rigor- 
ous training that would include everything. from 
knowing how to dig the hole for the posts to the fin- 
ish work. *That's lost today," he says, "except for the 
old timers. Re-creating historic pieces takes skill, 
experience and training."

Re-Creation 


MAC started with an original photograph of the 
property with the fence that shows all of the profiles. 
The architect who worked on restoring the main 
estate in the mid-1970s, A.J. O'Sullivan of A.J. 
O'Sullivan Architects, Engineers & Planners, in 
Cape May, included the fence in his drawings. The 
gate, although not in the photograph, was extant at a 


different location. Quarter-in. patterns were made 
from a print and then a full-size relief of the piece 
was made. 

The fence is being built in 20-ft. sections, with 
wood provided by Cape May Courthouse, NJ-based 
TriCountry Building Supplies. Mahogany is being used 
for the pickets, and treated lumber for the support 
pieces, including the retaining brackets, or stringers,

and posts. “Mahogany doesn't rot,” says Karacz, "so it 
was chosen for its longevity" The 6x6-in. posts are 
handmade, and have sleeves covering them that are 
rounded out with profiles in the sides and then 
trimmed out. “Historically, a solid post would have 
been buried,” һе explains, “but the sleeves provide dura- 
bility. Every five years, maintenance — painting and 
sealing — will need to be done for weatherproofing.” 

MAC has its own woodshop that cut the pieces. For 
the pickets, a three-stage process is used, and special 
jigs were made for uniformity. The first step is to drill 
all the holes. Then the center reliefs are sawn out, and 
finally, the scroll cutting profiles are completed. 
Sanding and prepping for paint follows. 

To determine the color of the fence, which was 
reproduced from а black-and-white photograph, 
MAC turned to the house it enclosed. “We worked off 
the historic colors of the house — slate gray and light 
sky gray trimmed with red,” says Karacz. “The pattern 
of color came from the architect. 

“This is a fun project,” he adds. “It was good to see 
the impact on the people when the first section of the 
fence and the gate went up. Once local residents saw 
it, they realized it was worth an investment.” ш

The Other Dry Wall 


Constructing traditional mortarless walls requires an eye for regional styles and a feel for the material. By James A. Asbury 


ry stone walls are labeled dry 

because they are built without 

cement or mortar. They are very 
strong, and can last hundreds of years. 
Historically, dry-stone walls were used to 
separate crops and livestock, but today 
they can be built for a variety of uses: as 
purely aesthetic elements, fencing or other 
applications. Just like other architectural 
elements, they vary in style from region to 
region, ranging from thin-slab structures 
to round stones set in a single face. 

The first step in designing a dry stone 
wall in a landscaping application is to 
decide its purpose. It may direct guests to 
the front door, block off a backyard or 
define formal or informal spaces. Next, 
the surrounding area should be consid- 
ered — landscape and home features will 
look better when reflected in the new 
stonework on the property. In addition, 
the planned wall should complement any 
existing stonework. For example, a rus- 
tic, random-pattern granite porch would 
be ill fitted with the symmetrical lines of 
flat Pennsylvania flagstone. Sizing is also 
important. Walls should be kept in pro- 
portion with the size of the connected 
buildings — large homes can support larg- 
er walls. 

To begin construction, sod from the 
wall bed must be cut aside, removing ай 
topsoil to utilize a natural drain bed of approximately 
6 to 8 in. If drainage is poor, clean crushed gravel may 
be added to the base of the wall. Once the sub-base is 
in place, string lines can be set. 

Rather than lifting them, thicker, heavier stones 
should be used to build a sturdy wall base. It is advis- 
able to set a base for only that which can be accom- 
plished in a few days instead of laying the entire area 
of the wall. By completing just one section of wall a 
day, the waller will not need to walk back and forth 
carrying stones, which should ideally be picked up 
once and then set. 

All stone should be set with the longest face of the 
stone running into the wall. The stone should cover 
one-third of the width of the wall to ensure stability. 
Base stones may vary in thickness; a level grade can be 


established by digging down into the sub-base to 
accommodate thicker stones, which must be set in 
place tightly. This can be accomplished by packing 
each stone from the back with clean small stones, 
leaving no space under any stone once it is set in place. 

When all base stones are set, the base interior 
should be packed, or hearted, with smaller stones of 
various sizes. Gaps between the base stones should be 
filled tightly. Avoid crushed gravel for this purpose 
because it tends to be rounder and offers less friction. 
Never pack from the outside and never set on an out- 
ward slant. Some would even argue that a slight 
inward slant is desirable, to help keep a wall pulled 
into its center. Gravity acts on the slight slant of the 
stones, pulling them inward and holding them in place 
despite frost heave and the elements.

Once the base is set, the next step is to test it. A 
waller should walk over the stones, stepping on each 
one, to make sure the stone does not move. 

After the base is tested, the batter frames can be set 
up. The battering of a wall refers to the gradual nar- 
rowing of the wall as it grows taller. Most walls are 
built so that they will become 2 in. narrower for every 
foot taller. Set up a wooden batter frame at each side 
of the construction to ensure proper batter. Keep the 
strings a few inches above the height of the stone being 
stacked. This narrowing of the wall is important in 
resisting the elements, as the upper half of the wall is 
always sitting on a wider base. 

The first course of wall should be set on top of the 
base stones, with the longest length of the stone run- 
ning into the wall. After placing a stone, pack the next 
one to keep them tight. Each wall stone should be 
packed with smaller stones.

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At this point, the strings may be 
raised a few inches and the next course 
of wall stone can be added. Most 
wallers prefer to work a small area, 
alternating sides so as not to over- 
stone one side of the structure. The 
structure should be brought up one 
course at a time. 

The rule for setting stone is one over 
two and two over one. А wall stone 
must break the joint or meet the two 
stones below it — this is called covering 
the joints. If several stones meet in a ver- 
tical line, it is referred to as a running 
joint, which is a weak point that will cre- 
ate problems in the future. Alternating 
the length of the stones in the same 
course will give the wall strength. 

As the courses of stone are added, 
the strings are raised on the batter 
frame. Stones should never touch the 
strings, but should be kept close and in 
line. A wall should not be taller than 
the string lines at any time during con- 
struction. The process of building level 
stages of stone, breaking joints, pack- 
ing and checking and re-checking for 
spaces between stones goes on until 
the wall reaches 3 ft. 

At that level, through stones are 
placed into the wall. Through stones 
extend from one face of the wall to the 
other and provide stability. Place these 
stones on 3-ft. centers, always break- 


ing joints. Some can extend past the

while others should be flush with the strings, depend- 
ing on the style of the wall. Walling around the 
through stones can then continue. 

The most common answer for removing unwanted 
bumps or changing stone shape is a quick hit with a 
brick or stone hammer; however some stones are 
almost unchangeable. For example, New England has 
many oddly shaped stones that are too hard to cut in a 
timely manner. To use them without modification is 
the best way to build a wall. For this reason, it is essen- 
tial that a waller has a feeling for stone. He or she 
should be able to pick up a stone only once, having in 
the mind's eye some idea of what stone will come next 
and an understanding of how it can work in the next 
hole. This is the only way to keep up momentum. 

When the final height is reached, the structure is 
ready for capping. Caps, which should reach from one 
side of the wall to the other, hold the wall together in 
the same way as the through stones and are the first 
protection against animals and weather. In some cases, 
additional height is gained with capstones that stand in 
a soldier course on top of the caps. When tightly 
placed, capstones are almost impossible to jar apart. If 
the final width of the wall is known from the begin- 
ning, stones of the correct length can be put aside for 
this purpose when found. 

Stone lasts a long time, and is almost completely 
maintenance-free, Building the wall properly will ensure 
its long life. To find contractors who build walls of stone 
professionally, contact the Dry Stone Walling Association 
of Great Britain or the Dry Stone Conservancy, located 
in Lexington, KY. Both groups operate certification pro- 
grams that instruct in the art of dry stone wall con- 
struction and help link contractors to clients. ш

On the Surtace 


Architectural Surfaces: Details for Artists, Architects, 
and Designers 


By Judy A. Juracek

reference, presentations and inspiration for their work. Whether 

photographs, postcards, magazine clippings or sketches, these visu- 
al resources are indispensable for creative professionals. In her work as a 
scenic artist for theater, television and film, Judy A. Juracek accumulated 
a reference collection of her own photographs. More than a decade ago, 
she incorporated her image library into a class project while learning to 
use Macintosh computers. This soon evolved into a book, which then led 
to a series of photographic image reference books focusing on surfaces. 
Following Surfaces, then Soft Surfaces and Natural Surfaces is Juracek's new 
Architectural Surfaces: Details for Artists, Architects, and Designers. Peter Penn- 
oyer served as architectural consultant on the project. 

The book is a collection of more than 1,400 color photographs logically 
organized into eight sections of “Walls,” “Facades,” "Ornament & Molding,” 
“Columns, Posts & Arches,” “Windows,” “Doorways,” “Ceilings & Roofs” 
and “Floors & Pavement.” Also included is a CD-ROM that contains 150- 
dpi JPEG files of every image found in the book, organized into the same 
categories. Within each section of the book the images are further 
grouped into sub-sections by material, type or element. For example, 
“Doorways” includes 
paneled doors, bat- 
tened doors and metal 
doors, and the section 
of “Columns, Posts & 
Arches” contains capi- 
tals, bases and pedes- 
tals and pilasters and 
engaged columns. 

The images demon- 
strate examples of the 
various categories from 
all over the globe: win- 
dows in Florida and 
England, shutters in 
Tuscany and Tokyo and 
doorways in New York 
and Bali. Other loca- 
tions where the photo- 
graphs were taken in- 
clude France, Turkey 
and Canada. The prox- 
imity, or even adjacency, 
of details from wide- 
ranging locations and 
cultures suggests interesting opportunities for comparisons. As Pennoyer 
states in the book's Foreword, “Our eyes move from Japanese stone post 
bases to Ionic plinths in a layout that enhances their shared qualities." 

The majority of the book's photographs were taken by the author. This 
offers a consistency in composition and point of view that provides cohe- 
siveness to the sections and to the book as a whole, and will aid in side- 
by-side comparisons or presentations that use the images. Many of the 
photographs capture the subjects straight on, while oblique perspectives 
are strategically used to best demonstrate the depth or construction of

certain details or the intersections of elements at corners or transitions. 
Juracek explains in the introduction that the hallmark of good design is 
the elegant solution of problems such as: “How do courses of brickwork 
accommodate the shape of an arch?” and “What is the profile of a mold- 
ing where a cornice wraps around the corner of a building?” It is imme- 
diately obvious that Juracek composes the photographs with these types 
of questions in mind. An image in the wood walls and siding section of 
“Walls” shows not merely wood siding, but how the complex junction of 
a door, window opening and clapboard siding is resolved. The author’s 
framing of the images of arches, doors and windows is wide enough to 
adequately show the surrounding walls, elements and materials. 
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A thorough cross-referenced in- 
dex is helpful in locating desired 
details outside their categories, 
such as this arched window and 
frieze detail found in a photograph 
in the “Pilasters & Engaged 
Columns" section. 


Throughout the book there are numerous photographs of aged and 
weathered surfaces, facades and materials, such as ancient Roman brick 
walls, deteriorating stucco exposing the structural brick or stone and 
crumbling columns and entablatures. The author explains that these 
examples are a reflection of the necessity that sets and scenery not look 
like environments that are brand new, and so someone creating them 
must carefully observe how something looks as it gets older. 

The Surfaces series has proved to be useful to a wide range of artists 
including set designers and trompe-l’oeil artists, architects and graphic 
designers. As one of the first image reference books to include a CD- 
ROM of its photographs, Surfaces and its series companions have also 
attracted an audience of graphics professionals who work primarily in 
computer applications such as CAD and Photoshop, as well as artists and 
designers who create computer environments, including animators and 
video game designers. According to the author, the images have even 
been used to create knitted sweaters and have been printed on fabric 
used in quilting. 

Juracek writes that as a design tool, the book's details are useful for 
narrowing down alternatives and determining both what is desired and 
what is not desired by a client. Whether the end product is a painted or 
constructed set, or an actual building to be constructed or renovated, the 
organization of the book allows one to easily show a client a variety of col- 
umn orders, dormer styles or paving examples. The thorough and cross- 
referenced index is also helpful for locating images. For instance, many 
additional arches are found outside of the “Columns, Posts & Arches” sec- 
tion among the doorways and windows. 

In the book, each image is accompanied by a caption containing an 
index number and a brief but detailed and specific technical description. 
The vernacular and technical terms used in the captions are defined in a 
glossary, which is illustrated with additional photographs. Juracek is com- 
mitted to the consistent and technical captions and glossary in her series of 
books because she 
feels it is important 
for both professionals 
and lay people to 
learn the proper ter- 
minology and to talk 
about materials, styles, 
details and techniques 
in a way that a person 
executing the work 
can understand. 

As an architect, 1 
find it frustrating that 
the images' captions 
rarely include the loca- 
tion of the subject and 
do not identify the 
specific buildings. A 
detail of Frank Lloyd 
Wright's Storer House 
(located in Hollywood, 
CA) is presented only 
as a ^custom concrete 
block wall.” However, 
it is understandable, 
because the focus of the book is on the surfaces, materials and details of con- 
struction. Juracek writes that it was more important to use the limited cap- 
tion space for detailed descriptive information. She also notes the difficulty 
of researching the identity of every subject within a reasonable timeframe. 
Nevertheless, I believe many would find it useful or interesting to at least see 
the locations of the photographs identified. 

In addition to providing the excellent images for reference, and the 
additional resources, Juracek’s Architectural Surfaces implicitly reminds

artists, architects and designers to observe surfaces, study buildings’ ele- 
ments and look closely at the resolution of details. The author explains 
that the practice of taking photographs like these is important to the edu- 
cation and development of visual artists. In the process, one more care- 
fully observes the subject and the act teaches the eye to look and it 
enriches the visual memory. Browsing or searching through Architectural 
Surfaces, one can see the pleasure Juracek takes in seeking out, framing 
and capturing the examples she shares. ш

Courtyards: Intimate Outdoor Spaces

hotographer and writer Douglas Keister has special- 

ized in documenting historic architecture through- 

out the last 20 years, producing more than two 
dozen distinguished volumes. Alongside his books on cot- 
tages and the bungalow, Keister has also cherished a special 
enthusiasm for more unusual and under-appreciated struc- 
tures, such as Storybook buildings or the “Painted Ladies” 
of San Francisco, CA. His new book, Courtyards: Intimate 
Outdoor Spaces, offers a long overdue evaluation of this 
ubiquitous architectural feature. 

Courtyards have been built on grand public scales as 
well as in tiny property lots, in a spectrum of designs that 
testify to the popularity of their unique ambience. “The basic 
elements of a courtyard,” Keister explains, “have always 
been water, walls, and sky combined to convey qualities of 
intimacy, security, and quiet.” Keister’s Courtyards combines 
his strengths as both historian and photographer, and pro- 
vides an essential study of this most durable of design ele- 
ments, in which thoughtful evaluations are combined with 
breathtaking color photographs. The result is a book that is 
certain to enhance the vision of both architects and home- 
owners, and stimulate new creativity in the construction 
and appreciation of courtyards. 

People have been designing courtyards, Keister says, 
“almost as soon as humans began constructing permanent 
buildings,” with examples arising in the earliest civiliza- 
tions of China, the Middle East and North Africa. Keister’s 
thoughtful Introduction, “History of the Courtyard,” is a 
fascinating survey of the development of this architectural 
perennial from its ancient beginnings, and includes hand- 
some photos of courtyard prototypes from Pompeii, 
Scotland, China, Germany and France. This section also 
traces the rise of courtyard design in the United States, in 
colonial adaptations of English garden landscape architecture as well as 
in the forts and missions of the 18th and 19th centuries. As a residential 
feature, courtyards also played an important role in the 19th-century 
French-influenced architecture of New Orleans, LA’s French Quarter, 
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The El Cordova courtyard apartments (also known as the Rose Towers) in Long Beach, CA, were 
built in 1928 as a collaboration between architect George D. Riddle and Monarch Construction. By 
situating the garages beneath the rear of the courtyard apartment buildings, Riddle was able to 
introduce attractive changes in level, such as this twin set of stairs with stepped balustrades, which 
leads to the patio above the garage. Note the wall fountain and pool between the stairs; a courtyard- 
design staple that serves as the focal point of this community courtyard's landscaping. 


or Vieux Carré. But the real jumpstart for American courtyards came 
with the Californian enthusiasm for Andalusian architecture in the early- 
20th century, which rapidly branched out into the more open-design 
bungalow courts. The American courtyard is the primary focus of 
Keister's book, which he subdivides into three main categories: commu- 
nity courtyards, the courtyard in historic residential architecture and 
new-construction courtyards. 

The chapter on community courtyards examines the primarily urban 
phenomenon of group- housing complexes known as courts, from their 
beginnings in small clusters of cottages arranged around a ДЕД court- 
yard, to the adjoined residences of apartment courts. This section is espe- 
cially noteworthy for its fascinating look at the dazzling courtyards that 
grace the California apartment courts of Arthur and Nina Zwebell. The 
couple built a half-dozen such complexes throughout the 1920s, taking 
their inspirations from Spanish, Italian, Middle Eastern and North African 
designs, and antiquing their courtyards in the Hollywood-derived tradi- 
tion that has come to be known as Storybook-style architecture. 
Fortunately, the Zwebells' innate good taste and feeling for intimacy 
eschewed “the strains of kitsch and fantasy that usually creep into 
Storybook houses. Instead, their tasteful and imaginative efforts resulted 
in exquisite oases of flora and water, nestled within the boom town that 
was 1920s Hollywood. 

English, French and Spanish influences all contributed to the plethora 
of courtyards in American historic residential architecture, and the book 
follows these inspirations across the country, from Colonial Williamsburg 


This Creole-style historic residential courtyard in the French Quarter of New 
Orleans, LA, features statuary, tropical plants and a tiered fountain to create a 
romantic ambience, heightened by tall sheltering walls. New Orleans’ court- 
yards such as this one started their lives in the 19th century mostly as utilitarian 
spaces for the cookhouse, laundry and privy, but thanks to the development of 
indoor plumbing and washing machines, throughout the 20th century these 
spaces were transformed into oases of serenity and beauty. 


А Craftsman-style pergola tops this Spanish-influenced 
courtyard in Solana Beach, CA, which also serves as the 
entryway to the street (by way of the door in the rear). Early 
American rustic furniture contributes yet another design 
idiom, yet this peaceful courtyard enjoys a distinct character 
all its own. A fireplace, barely visible at left, transforms this 
courtyard into a year-round outdoor room, in which calm 
and privacy are uncompromised despite the close proximity 
of the street. 


to New Orleans to California. To his credit, Keister is 
just as appreciative of such elaborate examples as the 
Spanish Colonial Revival courtyard of La Casa Nueva — 
in which colonnades frame an impressive garden and 
central fountain — as he is of the small courtyard of the 
B&W Courtyards Bed & Breakfast in the French 
Quarter of New Orleans, with its potted plants and 
humble wood-frame fountain. What matters for Keister 
is what really counts: the integrity and tastefulness of a 
courtyard’s design, regardless of its scale or influences. 
And what an array of influences this section embraces! 
Along with the familiar European stylings, Keister also 
documents such gems as the two-story interior court- 
yard of the Duncan-Irwin House in Pasadena, CA, 
designed by the master Arts and Crafts architects 
Charles and Henry Greene, in which a raised lily pond is 
accented by art-glass water lilies; the Colonial Revival- 
style M.L. Calvin House in Florida, highlighted by a 
large fish pond and tropical plants; and a Japanese- 
inspired courtyard in San Diego, CA, characterized by 
bamboo plantings and a tiny Japanesque bridge. 

The construction of new courtyards throughout the 
last 60 years may be the most wide-ranging of all 
Keister’s overviews of courtyard design. Ca’Toga, the 
Calistoga, CA, home of renowned trompe-l’oeil artist 
Carlo Marchiori, spectacularly blends Venetian Gothic 
influences and ancient Roman designs, with a lower 
courtyard drawn from the Emperor Adrian’s bath com- 
plex at the Villa Adriana, highlighted by four fountains 
that tap into Calistoga’s hot springs. Yet in this chapter 
too, Keister is equally enthralled by simplicity, typified 
by the ingenuity and beauty of a modest 7x30-ft. court- 
yard in San Diego, CA. Built in 1998 to take advantage 
of the narrow space between a 1920s Spanish-style bun- 
galow and its garage, this attractive arrangement of 
seating, potted plants and a Mission-style concrete

A Fresh Look at Color 


Doors of the World 
Windows of the World

Dominique, a Classics professor, have collaborated previous- 

ly on other books about color, including Colors of the World, 
Couleurs de la France and Couleurs de I’Europe. Now, Doors of the World 
and its companion book, Windows of the World, both originally pub- 
lished in French in 2001, are available in English. Having traveled 
extensively and catalogued colors and pigments from many countries 
for many years, the authors have become experts on color and how 
it is used in architecture around the world. Jean-Philippe Lenclos is 
also the founder of Atelier 3D Couleur, a research firm specializing 
in the creation and application of color for the environment, archi- 
tecture and industrial products, and teaches color theory at the Ecole 
Nationale Supérieure des Arts Décoratifs. 

Focusing on particular architectural elements, the two new books 
reinforce and illustrate the concepts of color and geography set forth 
in the more comprehensive 288-page book, Colors of the World. Doors 
of the World and Windows of the World are both chock full of colorful 
images, with very little white space and very little text, leaving the 
photographs to tell the story. There is some duplication between 
Colors and the two new books, with photographs similar to those 
found in Colors also appearing in Doors and Windows. Each of the new 
books offers a brief introduction that discusses the importance of 
color, how the authors collected their photographs and an equally 
brief explanation of the importance of windows and of doors. The 
introductions incorporate color charts illustrating color palettes that 
the authors found in their travels. 

If you are looking for a history of windows or doors or an expla- 
nation of the different types, you will have to look elsewhere. These 
two books are primarily a celebration of color and how it has been 
used on windows and doors in homes around the world. 

A foreword by Tom Porter appears in both books. In Doors, for 
example, he explains the process: “The Lenclos’s study results from 


D» and colorist Jean-Philippe Lenclos and his wife, 


a research program that is both simple and logical. First, selecting 
sites typical of a region and armed with the knowledge that tradi- 
tional settlements are built from the substrate upon which they stand, 
they take color samples of locally applied pigment from each architec- 
tural component of a habitat, in addition to its building materials and 
the structure's indigenous 
flora and local geography. Later, 
back in their studio, the samples 
are meticulously color matched 
in gouache and assembled into 
color palettes..." 

A short preface and an equal- 
ly short chapter entitled simply 
"Doors" follows. It covers the 
basic structure and function of a 
door: *A passage from exterior 
to interior, or from interior to 
exterior, a passage over which 
the god Janus presides, separat- 
ing the good and the bad spirits; 
an entryway, the ‘mouth of the 
home,’ is more or less welcom- 
ing, depending on its occupants 
and local customs." The bulk of 
the book is organized into three 
groupings, “France,” “Europe” 
and “Around the World.” 


The color palette found in 
Olympia, Greece, incorporates 
blues and greens.

The color palette for windows in Olinda, Brazil, incorporates many colors, including 
this blue-and-yellow combination. 


The structure of the book on windows is similar, starting with the 
preface, a short chapter on windows, color palettes and then the bulk of 
the book — three sections of photographs from France, Europe and 
around the world. 

The charm and beauty of these books lies in the colorful, exuberant 
photographs. Flipping through the book takes you on a journey of archi- 
tectural color around the world, through photographs seemingly arranged 
by color palettes within geographic areas. Doors, for example, goes from 
a sandstone portal in Morocco to a double-paneled entry with sculpted 
lintel on the Ile-de-France in Paris to a bamboo-lined aperture in China. 
In Windows, the reader will see bay, rose, lancet and half-fan windows, as 
well as oculi, shutters and blinds. Each photograph is identified by a sin- 
gle line of small type giving only the city and the country, leaving the 
reader hungry for more information. 

Hungry for more, in fact, is how the reader (viewer, in this case) is left. 
While enjoyable and beautiful, the books could provide more information 
on the content of the individual photographs, more on the history of 
doors and windows and perhaps more on color itself, although this is 
found in the earlier book, Colors of the World. An index and a table of con- 
tents would also have been helpful. 

That said, these two books provide valuable additions to the knowledge 
and use of color in architecture and add to a beautiful family of books. The 
culmination of more than three decades of work, the Lenclos’ books, 
according to Porter, reaffirm “that the vocabulary of color is alive and well 
in the traditional built environment, its incidence revealed by the basic urge 
to decorate, to signify pride of place, ownership, and individuality, and to 
reflect the hues and local belief systems that are natural to a region.” ш

Dont Think of Seaside! 


Critiques of the New Urbanism abound, some legitimate and some not. By Sandy Sorlien 


he New Urbanists have done some 

impressive post-Katrina work in 

Mississippi and Louisiana that has 
seized the attention of the mainstream 
press, architecture critics and other vocal 
entities. This means that the critiques and 
misconceptions are flying, along with the 
positive reports. George Lakoff (Don't 
Think of an Elephant! , 2004) would say it's 
a mistake to repeat them here, even to 
refute them, but I can't resist. So many of 
these misconceptions show a disregard 
for the principles of the New Urbanism, 
I wonder if some of our critics have even 
read our two-page Charter. Of course, 
there is a difference between principles 
and built results, and there is some legit- 
imate criticism out there, which ГЇЇ 
address below. 


Misconception #1: The New Urbanism 
is only about new traditional towns. 
Truth: The New Urbanism is about sus- 
tainable patterns of growth from the 
block scale to the community scale all 
the way to the regional scale. New Urbanist practitioners include engi- 
neers, retail experts, ecologists, code writers, land-use attorneys and 
transit experts, along with architects and planners. Most New Urbanist 
design is based on the rural-to-urban Transect, a framework to keep 
development compact and rural areas open. Transect-based thoroughfare 
design is sensitive to context, so in settled areas, design favors the pedes- 
trian. Transect-based coding can also protect the character of older neigh- 
borhoods everywhere. 

About half of New Urbanist projects are infill in existing towns and 
cities, or on the sites of defunct malls, including Hope VI projects for low- 
income families. Transect-based coding has been invaluable in analyzing 
the lost urbanism of the Gulf Coast towns, and in writing design pre- 
scriptions for their repair. 


Misconception #2: New Urbanists want to take away your cars. 
Truth: There are 15 pages of thoroughfare and parking standards in the 
New Urbanist SmartCode. “New Urbanists will save the automobile,” 
declares New Urbanist leader Andrés Duany, “by restoring it to the condition 
shown in the car ads: either gently cruising beautiful plazas being observed by 
sexy people sitting in cafés, or speeding wildly across the open landscape. 
Both fun; both premium New Urbanist Transect Zones. Ironically, it is not the 
New Urbanist critique, but the accommodating suburbia that has destroyed 
the automobile — by turning it into a prosthetic device.” 


Misconception #3: New Urbanists will make you live in attached hous- 
ing next to loud teenagers. (Or, if you are a loud teenager, you will be 
forced to live next to intolerant geezers.) 

Truth: Traditional Neighborhood Development (TND) offers more 
choice in living arrangements than conventional zoning does. There are 
more housing types, more price points, more frontage types, more mixed 
use and more things to walk to than in a conventional subdivision. If you 
like attached housing or apartments above shops, you will find them in 
each TND; if you like single-family with a big yard, you will find that too. 
The key to the sustainable pattern of traditional neighborhood design is 
that it’s based on the pedestrian shed, or a five-minute walk to common 
destinations like parks, meeting halls and shops. One does not have to 
drive for every errand, nor act as chauffeur for your child’s every activity. 


Misconception #4: New Urbanists are opposed to Modernist architecture. 
Truth: Yes, some New Urbanists are opposed to Modernist architecture 
because they do not think it has, to date, contributed reliably to a pedestrian- 
friendly, human-scaled public realm. But most New Urbanists believe it can 
contribute, as there are many strains of Modernism. The Charter for the 
New Urbanism says "This issue [linking architectural projects to surround- 
ings] transcends style.” The outspoken traditional architect Léon Krier 
refused to sign the Charter because of that line, but he was the only one. 
In fact, many New Urbanist projects offer Modernist houses: Rosemary 
Beach, Seaside and Aqua in Florida and Prospect in Colorado, to name a 
few. The distinction not being made by our critics on this issue is that 
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Alys Beach, FL, is a Duany Plater-Zyberk & Company project now under construction. Using Bermudan precedents, 
the design groups buildings into small compounds, unified by perimeter walls.

between traditional urban design standards and traditional architectural 
styles. The former are essential; the latter may not be. 


Misconception #5: New Urbanists trample on the rights of the dis- 
abled with their elevated porches. 

Truth: The New Urbanist SmartCode includes “visitability” provisions for 
all residences. More importantly, we urge advocates for all the disadvan- 
taged to see the big picture. Compared to conventional development, 
compact, mixed-use neighborhoods allow more autonomy for all those 


who cannot drive — not only the disabled, but the elderly, the very poor 
and children. 


Other Issues 


A legitimate beef is that the New Urbanism is only for the well-off. The 
truth is that it is intended for everyone, but yes, most New Urbanist towns 
have been, so far, out of reach for the working class because their real estate 
prices have increased rapidly. These are very desirable places to live. (And 
keep in mind that Seaside, the most-cited example of the New Urbanism, 
is both its earliest example [now 25 years old] and one that was always 
intended to be a resort.) Solution? Build more of them. 

Within each New Urbanist community there is potentially much 
more income diversity than in a single-family-only subdivision, the 
type of community where most of suburban America now lives. You can 
rent or buy a carriage house, mews house, outbuilding flat or apart- 
ment in the same neighborhood where the upper-middle class lives. At 
this time, New Urbanists are strengthening the affordability language in 
the SmartCode. 

A common non-criticism is that New Urbanist projects are nothing 
more than new versions of old towns. If that's all they were, one might 
ask: "And your point is?" But actually they're more than that in an impor- 
tant way. They're traditional towns and neighborhoods that accommodate 
the automobile without letting it destroy the public realm. 

The New Urbanism has identified the DNA of our most-loved places 
and written it into codes for a sea change in development patterns, while 
accommodating the modern conveniences of our 21st-century lives. 
Growth is inevitable; the question is: What form will it take? New 
Urbanist form-based, Transect-based codes can overcome the powerful 
inertia of sprawl, the degradation of the public realm and society's segre- 
gation by income. 

We look forward to a future when single-use residential pods, com- 
mercial sprawl and a life spent in traffic are patterns of the past that no one 
will want to revive. Ш
